Another Zoning Flop 


It's getting to the point where it is no 


longer unusual but the (Tty Council ha.s 


flopped again in dealing with its zoning 


problems. The occasion this time was a 
change to business zoning along the east 
side of 48th just north of Calvert, The 
change was opposed by the City Planning 
Commission but the Council voted six to 
one in favor of the issue. .\ eheck of the 
records show.s that Councilman Pat Ash 
cast the only dissenting vole 


Once again, the trouble in this ease was 
failure to take an over-all look 
at 
the 
picture. .The usual claims by the applicant 
were made. That is, there is no other 
property in the area available, the business 


IS needed and. in this case, the zoning would 
act as a buffer between eommereial and 
residential zoning. 
.As to Uie first assertion, the elaim should 
be that there is no other properly av ailable 
at the pnee the applicant wants to pay. 
There is business property in College View 


that is unused at this time and other of it 
that could be put to a much better use. And 
anybody who thinks he needs a grocery 
store at 4Hlh and Calvert is just having pipe 
dreams. .Not that the store may not be a 
.success, but it is needed about as bad a< 
another filling station would 
be needed 
there. 
•And then there is the ridiculous ‘ buffer’’ 
claim, if a large super-market is a good 
buffer next to residential property, we have 
a very mistaken notion of what a good home 
site IS. But what is the result of the Coun- 
eil's swallowing all of this reasoning'’ 
The results are two-fold and both of them 
damaging to the area involved. Worst of 
all. the action furthers strip zoning along 
48th, the most costly and inefficient zoning 
you can have. Seeondlv, the action de­ 
preciates the established business area in 
(.’ollege View, The change v iolates just aboiu 
every concept of good zoning and should 
be reversed, even though we think we are 
wasting our breath. 


Nebraska's Unhappy Record 


There is no occasion to celebrate the most 


recent 
record 
achjeved 
by 
.Nebraska. 


Rather there is in it full cause for the most 
sober reflection. 
During the first 11 mouths of 1958 Ne­ 
braska had 316 traffic fatalities. That vvas 18 
per cent more than during the first 11 
months in 1957 and considerably more than 
the average number in recent years. 


As usual, by far the greater number of 
accidents 
were 
avoidable. 
The 
dreadful 
price resulted from a general refusal to be 
realistic about traffic hazards, a refusal to 
regard the car as a lethal force as well as 
a great human convenience. 


On e cou ld attemp t a case again st th e 


higher speed limits which were approved 
by the 1957 state legislature, an increase of 
five 
miles 
an 
hour 
allowing 
65 
miles 
speeds in daylight iind 55 miles speed.s after 
dark. But it would be a ease of association 
rather than of proof, ba.sed mainly on the 
coincidence during one year of increa.sed 
speeds and increased deaths. 
(’erlainly the coincidence is cause for 
thought, but 
It does not account for so 
many accidents that happened at less than 
maMmum speed. There is still the big 
factor of human error and the collateral 
warning that no regulatory law' can either 
eliminate nor guard against that 
Safety is still largely the problem of the 
individual. 


Opportunity For Economy 
As a preliminary to his budget making 
President Eisenhower has named a new 
review committee to look into the military 
assistance program. If the committee can 
remain clear minded, is thorough and pru­ 
dent, it can make a noteworthy contribution 
to economy. 
Indeed, if the administration is to make 
consequential headway toward lowered gov­ 
ernment cost it will have to do mo.st of its 
mining in the field of defense, for that is 
the greatest single item of expense and in 
itself is greater than the total of other 
government activities. 
The United Stales years ago accepted the 
principle that security requires the arming 
of allied nations and others who. it appears, 
would be on our side in event of trouble. 
And it also accepted the principle that 
global controversy requires a projection of 
American military force to strategic points 
around the world. 
Those principles perhaps are as valid as 
ever. But in this period of rapid change and 
military inventiveness it does not follow 
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that any foreign assistance program can 
have 
abiding 
characteristics. 
A 
nation 
which perhaps needed arming a decade 
ago may today need no arming at all or 
such changed arming that past practices 
become wasteful. 
It also follows that other nations do not 
always need the kind of arms we are in a 
position to produce at the moment. 
The 
instance of Laos is a good example. It le- 
ceived a type of armament which was un- 
suiled to jungle war and when that kind of a 
war started the folly and waste of the prep­ 
arations became embarrassingly evident. 
A diligent committee, no doubt, can find 
other such examples and every one so iound 
will contribute both lo security and lo 
economy. 


Integrity Respected 


America and the world were treated to an 
excellent example of fi ee speech and demo­ 
cratic principles the other day when Singer 
Marian Anderson dutifully expressed her 
government’s attitude in llie United .Nations 
concerning her racial cousins in Africa’s 
Cameroons, 
Then in the same breath and 
without challenge she made it clear that 
her position was an instructed one. 
it did 
not come from her heart. 
It was evident 
that she believed .American policy in thi.s in­ 
stance was in support of colonialism rather 
than in favor of African freedom. 
.And it 
is interesting to note that her action resulted 
in a change of U.S. position and did not 
downgrade her. 
It remains for the fully informed, of w hich 
there are but a tew, to judge the correct­ 
ness of Miss Anderson's position but it can­ 
not be disputed that she demonstrated a 
rare degree of integrity as a representative 
of a nation which still prizes integrity and 
personal rights more than anything. 
If the 
people of United States needed any reas­ 
surance this gave it.
